ONE WAY TO SAVE MONEY 
A CONSTITUTIONAL amendment giv­ 
ing' the President the right to veto separate 
parts of new laws is reported to be one of 
Sonat »r Arthur IL Vandenberg^ projects. 
I? would apply particularly in the case of 
appropriation bills. 
Few plans could do more for economy. 
The existence of such a power would con­ 
stitute a death sentence for pork barrel ap- 
propriatiofirbills which often provide equal­ 
ly for some useful expenditures and some 
which are pure waste. As it is now, the 
President has to take all or nothing, the 
bad along with the good. 
After 70 years of observation of Con­ 
gressional methods of spending money, the 
constitution makers of the Confederacy put 
such a provision in their constitution, but 
other historical incidents prevented our 
finding out how it worked. 
Probably Congress should fall in behind 
Senator Vandenberg on this point. Painful 
experience, however, suggests that it will 
not do so unless the taxpayers back home 
put pressure on their Congressmen.

Preventable Disorder 
In the vast majority of ca«e§, 
otitis media is a preventable dis 
order, and when it is present it 
usually indicates negligence, be­ 
cause every case of chronic middle 
ear infection starts as an acute in­ 
fection, and, in this stage, is oast 
easily treated. 
A continuing discharge from the 
ear may indicate that th* original 
infection was so severe that It per­ 
sisted in the middle ear or extended 
to the bone of the mastoid area, 
which is in back of the ear. 
Scar Tissue 
Another cause is the formation of 
scar tissue in the middle ear. Still a 
third cau.*e is what is known as 
ehole * estonia, which consists of a 
mas* of dead tissue cells in which 
crystals of a substance known as 
cholesterol are deposited. This mass 
may cause pressure on the sur­ 
rounding tissues and contribute to 
the continuance of the infection. 
Infection in the nose and the up­ 
per part of the throat also may 
contribute to the continuance of the 
infection in the ear. 
Contributing Factors 
In treating chronic otitis media, 
first of all. efforts must be made to 
get rid of the factors which may be 
contributing to the infection. Tills 
may require operative treatment in 
certain ca.«es, such as removal of 
the adenoids. 
After this is done, the next most 


the use of penicillin and sulfona­ 
mide products are of any particular 
value after the chronic stage has 
been reached though both may be 
very valuable during the earlier 
acute stage. 
If the patient’s hearing remains 
good, surgical treatment is not ur. 
gent. However, if the patient is 
rapidly losing his hearing, surgical 
treatment may be necessary at 
ones. The type of surgical treat­ 
ment to be employed will, of course, 
depend upon the extent of damage 
to the tissues. 
Recurring Discomforts 
If left untreated, chronic otitis 
media always tends to get worse 
and to cause many recurring dis- 
comforts in the way of headache, 
giddiness and a feeling of sickness 
at the stomach. While the hearing 
defect may be slight at first, it will 
become more and more marked if 
the disease remains unchecked. 
In view of its serious conse­ 
quence, there should be no need to 
emphasize the great importance of 
preventing it altogether by proper 
treatment of any acute ear infection 
right at the start.

2 The pra*ent bar joist and »u»pended metal lath and plastered ceiling of the heater and fuel room 
shall be repaired by patching all metal lath and plastering and all damaged spots in a first class 
workmanlike manner. 


3 Remove all broken and deteriorated flooring in kitchen and replace with new material in a sub­ 
stantial and workmanlike manner. 


4. Repair exit door leading to porch at northwest wing of building and equip with standard hard­ 
ware. 


5 Remove and replace with new material all defective flooring. 


6. Repair bannisters and posts using new material on porches at northeast and northwest corner 
of building. 


7. Remove and repair with new material all defective roofing. 


S. Repair fire escapes and give two good coats of w eatherproof paint. 


9. R epair and replace with new material all g u tters and downspouting. 


10. Remove all loose and defective plaster from ceilings and replaster in a smooth and workm anlike 
manner. 


11. Floors and base in all rooms in which plum bing fixtures are placed shall be of w aterproof non­ 
absorbent materials. 


12. All belts, pulleys, flywheels and revolving shafting in laundry operating at or within six feet 
above floor or platform shall be guarded to a height of six feet from floor or platform so other­ 
wise be guarded so as to conform with Section No. 9 of the General Safety Standards Code No. 
203. 


13. Repair outside stairway leading to boys’ b ed ro o m by removing all deteriorated flooring, posts and 
railing and replace with new material in a substantial and workm anlike manner. 


Order to be complied with in 60 days.
